W ales, in the Irish sea, an d sank. 
F irst Lord of the A dm iralty A lexan­ 
der told th e house of com m ons there 
v a s no hope for the re m a in d e r of the 
crew of the H-47, tw o of w hom w ere 
rescued. 
T h e L-12 w ith w hich th e H-47 col 
lided has a com plem en t of ab o u t 30 
officers and men. 
O ne of its crew is 
m issin g a nd a n o th e r is in a critical 
condition. 
T h e c o m m a n d in g ofticer of th e H-47, 
Lieut. R. J. G ard n e r, and R adio Tele­ 
g ra p h e r Sydney C leburne 
w ere 
the 
tw o saved from th e su n k e n subm ai 
ine. 
Chief S ig n alm an C harles Bull is

Quality of His Get Cannot 
Be Told by Their Looks. 


(By JAS. W. LINN, Extension D airy­ 
man, K. S. A. C.) 
The sire 1b half the herd! 
Besides feeding, there is nothing 
th at determ ines the production of the 
herd or cow to as great an extent as 
breeding. 
In breeding It is im portant 
to have good cows, but regardless of 
how good or w£ll bred one can only 
count on an average of one calf each 
year which will be the lim it of the In­ 
dividual cow's Influence on the future 
herd. 
Such Is not true of the sire. 
His In­ 
fluence In bettering or lowering the 
standards of the future herd is limited 
only by tlfc num ber of cows to which 
he is mated. 
The dairy bull bits two disadvan­ 
tages as com pared with tlie beef herd 
sire in that the quality of his get can­ 
not be told by their looks, and It is 
more difficult to keep an aged dairy 
bull. 
If dairym en will realize that the 
older bulls may be kept In perfect 
safety by spending $100 or less on 
equipm ent, 
th at 
the 
bull 
th a t 
has 
proved his worth is a sure way to 
build a better herd and th at these 
bulls may oft on be bought at beef 
prices, 
or 
at 
least 
at 
reasonable 
prices, more of them will be used and 
better and more profitable herds will 
be tile result. 
It is necessary to list tile daughters 
of these aged bulls to prove their 
worth. 
The Dairy Herd Improvement 
association is doing this in the hest 
and most practical way, and hundreds 
of bulls will he proved in the next 
few years through tills method. 
Perhaps the one thing th at is doing 
more to encourage the use of proved 
♦nills than anything else Is the use of 
the hull association w here bulls /ire 
owned co-operatively and moved from 
one farm to the next. 
This is espe­ 
cially true where Hie members are 
members of the D airy H erd Improve­ 
ment association.

Cienn milk should contain neither 
foreign m atter nor bacteria of any 
kind. 
If milk could be obtained and 
stored, th a t was entirely free of bac­ 
teria, it would keep Indefinitely. 
In 
view of the fa c t th a t absolutely germ ­ 
free milk la Impossible to obtain un­ 
der practical conditions, It is im per 
tau t lo consider the ways and means 
of securing milk that Is from healthy 
cows, free of foreign m atter and which 
contains only a small am ount of hac- 
terla, none of which are disease-pro­ 
ducing. 
The tuberculin test Is used as a 
means of elim inating cows that might 
pass tuberculosis germ s through Hie 
milk. 
This test is prescribed by prac­ 
tically all city ordinances. 
In some 
cases cities rdfpiire the cows to be 
tested or the milk pasteurized. 
O ther 
cities insure a doubly safe product 
by requiring all th e milk to come from 
tuberculin tested cows, w hether It is 
pasteurized or not. 
Visible dirt In the milk is not only 
a source of danger, but it Indicates 
carelessness 
in 
handling. 
Usually 
such milk contains a large num ber of 
bacteria.
